The capital is in constant commotion 


over the bold attacks made on the suburbs 
by the insurgents. San Miguel del Padron, 


a town very near Guanabacoa, and San 


Francisco de Paula have been burned by 


the Cubans after severe engagements, in 


which the Spanish troops were compelled 
to retire. 
Every one here is astounded at all this 


in fear of a raid upon tne eapital 


and 
itself. General Weyler refuses to talk on the 
situation, and in the privacy of his palace 
refuses to receive any one except the mem- 


bers of his staff and a few personal friends. 


Massacres Still Oonitinue. 


Meanwhile, at the town of Guanabacoa, 
held by the Spaniards, the horrible massa- 
cres ordered by Fondeviella continue. Yes- 


terday eight persons were killed in 


blood. With them was a son of the well- 


known American citizen, Mr. Hayatt, and 
he saved his life at the last moment only 


by asserting his nationality. The com- 


mander of the detachment which executed 


the eight Cubans appeared to hesitate 


about Hayatt. At last the commander 


said: 
“Let him go to avoid complications, It 
would be a pity to have some diplomatic 


imbroglio that might stop this nice work.’’ 


SEVERAL SKIRMISHES IN CUBA 


Official Reports State That Insurgents 
Lost in Each. 

Havana, January 13.—Official reports fre- 
ceived here continue to detail skirmishes 
between the troops and bands of rebels in 
various parts of the island, in which the 
rebels are invariably beaten and their 
camps, huts, houses, infirmaries, provis- 
ions, munitions, ete., destroyed. These 
engagements have taken place ein the 
provinces of Pinar del Rio, Havana and 
Matanzas. 

A resume of the reports gives a total of 
thirty-five rebels killed, one wounded pris- 
oner captured and 710 huts destroyed. The 
troops lost one killed and twenty wounded.

Lengthy argument was had upon the ad- 
mission of the affidavit of Jesse Mercer, 
who is now in Wyoming.

The cruiser was ovroceeding at a fair 
speed when a sudden shock startled those 
aboard. Two more violent bumps followed 
immediately, and the alarm was at once 
sounded. Every man sprang to his post, 
the watertight doors between compart- 
ments were closed and the engines stop- 
ped. Men sent below soon reported that 
the ship was not leaking. 

Captain Bradford says he cannot tmag- 
ine what the vessel struck. He the 
ship was a safe distance from Governor's 
island shore, and sailing to the westward 
on a line with Castle William ard the 
barge office at the battery. The officers, 
that all was ‘right, proceeded to 
Tompkinsville, where the vessel anchored 
for the night. Commodore Sicard, of the 
Brooklyn navy yard, was notified. 

Investigation of the ship’s bottom by a 
diver showed that the plates over the 
port forward fireroom, the middle - fire- 
room and the port engine room were dent- 
ed fully a quarter of an inch. One of the 
propeller blades was bent, one nicked, and 
in the engine room the cement under the 
engine was badly cracked. The Governor's 
island shore is noted for its rocks; and 
it is thought that one of the big boulders 
SO numerous there may have become wash- 
ed out to the channel. Several of the 
navy yard officials, however, expressed the 
opinion that the Montgomery perhaps hit 
an old submerged wreck. Soundings made 
today in the vicinity of the accident show- 
ed no depth less than eight fathoms. 

The Montgomery was ordered to return 
to the navy yard by Commandant Sicard, 
and she put in an appearance there early 
this. morning. She will be docked tomor- 
row. It is expected that her departure for 
the south will be delayed until next week. 
An investigation of the accident will prob- 
ably be ordered.

SNAKE POISON LASTS. 
From The Washington Post. 

A surprising experiment demonstrating 
the lasting qualities of snake poison was 
recently made by Professor Maisonneuve, 
which showed that a dead snake is almost 
as dangerous as a live one. The professor 
took an unusually large specimen of the 
common viper of southern France, which 
for more than twenty years had been ex- 
hibited in the zoological museum at An- 
gers, France, preserved in alchohol. The 
first experiment with one of the poisonous 
fangs of this snake seemed to show that 
the twenty years’ contact with the alcohol 
had robbed the poison of its virulence, for 
a sparrow wounded witfi one of its teeth 
did not develop any symptoms of being 
poisoned. The cause of the non-action of 
the poison at first was speedily found, how- 
ever, in the thickening of the poison at the 
entrance of the canal into the tooth, which 
prevented the poison from flowing. When 
Professor Maisonneuve extracted some of 
the poisonous substance with a fine needle 


and injected a minimal portion of it into 


She sparrow, the latter showed all the symp- 


toms of poisoning inside of half an hour, 
which gradually increased until it died in 
convulsions in two and one-half hours after 
the injection of the poison. As it was here- 
tofore believed that snake poison loses its 
dangerous and virulent qualities with the 
death of the reptile, great care in handling 
dead snakes will be a matter of common 
sense precaution.

BEHIND THE JUDICIAL SCENES. 


From The Chicago Chronicle. : 

Justice Harlan, of the supreme court of 
the United States, at a banquet in Cinctn- 
nati, O., October 3, .gave the following in- 
teresting account of the method pursued 
by that body in deciding cases before it: 

“In my intercourse with the members of 
the bar I found to my great surprise that 
the impression prevails with some that 
cases, after being submitted, are divided 
among the judges, and that the court bases 
its judgment in each one wholly upon the 
report made by some one judge to wham 
that case has been assigned for examina- 
tion and report: {1 have met with lawyers 
who actually believed that the opinion was 
written before the was decided In 
conference, and that the only member of 
the court who fully examined the record 
and briefs was the one who prepared the 
opinion. 

“It is my duty to say that the business 
in our court is not conducted in any such 
mode. Each justice is furnished with a 
printed copy of the record, and with a copy 
of each brief filed, and each one examines 
the reeords and briefs at his chambers be- 
fore the case is taken up for consideration, 
The cases are thoroughly discussed in con- 
ference—the discussion tn some being nec- 
essarily. more extended than in others. 
The discussion being concluded—and it 1s 
never concluded until each member of the 
ccurt has said all that he desires to say- 
the roll is called, and each justice present 
and participating fn the decision votes to 
affirm, revere or modify, as his examinae- 
reflection suggest. The chief jus- 
tice, after the conference, and without 
ecnsulting his brethren, distributes the 
eases so decided for opinions. No justice 
knows, at the time he votes in a particu- 
lar case, that he will be asked to become 
the organ of the court In that nor 
does any member of the court ask that a 
particular case be assigned to him. 

“The next step is the preparation of the 
opinion by the justice to whom it has been 
assigned. The opinion, when prepared, is 
privately printed and a copy placed in the 
hands of each member of the court for 
examination and criticism. It is examined 
by each justice and returned to the author, 
with such criticisms and objections as are 
deemed necessary. If these objections 
are of a sérious kind, affecting the general 
trend of the opinion, the writer-calis the 
attention of the justices to them, and are 
sustained or overruled, as the majority 
may determine. The opinion is reprinted 
so as to express the final conclusions of 
the court, and is then filed. 

“Thus, you will observe, not only is the 
utmost care taken to make the opinion ex- 
press the views of the court, but that the 
final judgment rests, in every case decided, 
upon the examination by each member of 
the court of the record and briefs. Let me 
say that, during my entire service in the 
supreme court, I have not known a single 
instance in which the court has determined 
a Case merely upon the report of one or 
more justigvs as to what was contained in 
the record and as to what questions were 
properly presented by it. When you find 
an opinion of the court on file and publish- 
ed, the profession have the right to take 
it as expressing the deliberate views of the 
court, based upon a careful examination 
of the records and briefs by each justice

GOLD MEN SUING 
FOR PEACE NOW 


Bolted the Party and Will Now Bolt 
a Bitter Pill. 


BYNUM IS STILL PERSISTENT 


Others of His Ilk Want To Continue 
Democratic Discord. 


MAJORITY OF PALMER MEN THINK OTHERWISE 


They Are Now Seeking Favor with 
Those Who Stood True to 
the Party. ‘ 


Washington, January 13.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—It has come to the parting of 
the ways between the gold democrats and 
the republicans. Most of the gold men, 
though to the outer world keeping up their 
we're-in-this-thing-to-stay bluff, are in re- 
ality preparing the way to get back into 
the democratic camp. 

They keep up their talk about retaining 
their Palmer and Buckner organization, but 
this is simply for the purpose of securing 
the best terms possible from the siiver 
democrats. 

This is straight. It comes from men who 
have led the administration’s fight in con- 
gress. The pill is a terribly bitter one, but 
they are preparing to swallow it. 

A few men like Bynum, whose only hope 
for political prominence or political notice 
lies in the existence of that molting and 
moribund organization foisted on the body 
politic at Indianapolis, will keep up the 
struggle as long as they can, byt the real 
leaders of the gold democrat movement are 
sick. They find that their plans have utter- 
ly miscarried.’ They confidently expected 
that they would receive the gladdest of 
glad hands from the republicans in return 
for the efficient aid ther rendered the 
McKinley ticket, but they find now that 
the coldest article on the American conti- 
nent is one of those republicans who will 
have something to do with dispensing the 
patronage for the next four years. All of 
their overtures have been met with re- 
buffs of 2,000 volt intensity. 

Cleveland Js Disgusted. 

Cleveland has expressed his disgust at 
this turn in affairs. It was entirely unex- 
pected. He made this gold movement for 
the purpose of killing the democratic party. 
He failed in that, but he did do much to- 
ward making McKinley president. He had 
assurances, or believed he had. that “his 
boys’ would be taken care of. He has 
sent word, through close Heutenants, to 
Mark Hanna outlining his expectations, 
and Mark has replied in one of those merry 
ha-has which so grated on the ears of Tom 
Platt and Matt Quay in the struggle for the 
presidential nomination. It is a genial, 
hearty laugh to his friends, but t6 Mark’s 
enemies it sounds positively sepulchral. 

All this I’m writing is true. The 
democrats have made these overtures and 
they have met with this rebuff. And they 
are dead sore. 

Are Angry at McKinley. 

There are many evidences of their desire 
to curry favor with the democrats who 
were true to the party and whom they 
reviled bitterly during the campaign. 
Of course they do not say that their expe- 
riences with the republicans have been un- 
pleasant; they do not tell of the conferences 
with Hanna and of the latter’s most pro- 
nounced attack of marble heart. Ti@~y put 
it on other grounds. 

They begin by condemning McKinley as 
bitterly as they know how for what they 
call his treachery to the real platform on 
which he was elected. They point to the 
Wolcott mission as showing a weakening 
in devotion to the gold standard.

You would 
almost think they were talking about the 
democratic platform, so severely critical do 
they become. 

It is at this stage of the proceedings that 
talk about “democrats getting together’ 
creeps in. That is their cry—’’get together.’’ 
Which being properly interpreted means 
‘let the tail begin to wag the dog.”’ 

The storm center of this gold movement 
is, and has been from the first, Kentucky. 
The real brains of it is, and has been, 
Senator Lindsay. No man, not even Car- 
lisle himself, is closer to Cleveland than 
Lindsay. No man more clearly reflects the 
Cleveland view. Lindsay was one of the 
men who talked most about “pure democ- 
racy” as it appeared through gold rimmed 
spectacles, and he had no patfence with 
those democrats who persisted in ignoring 
the orders of the Cleveland-Carlisle-Lind- 
say combination of brains and poligical wis- 
dom. It is most significant, therefore, that 
much of this “get together’’ talk should 
come from Lindsay. 

Everybody recognizes that it is only in 
Kentucky that there remains any vitality 
in this gold movement. While they did not 
carry a ward of a militia district in Ken- 
tucky, this gold crowd did succeed in caus- 
ing a wide split in the democratic party. 
The bitterness which that fight engendered 
still exists. Without it, there would be no 
question of democratic control of the state; 
without it, there would be no pure gold 
party—for that is what the men who are 
leaders without any respectable showtng 
of followers consider their organization. 
And without this Kentucky nucleus, there 
would be no gold democratic party in the 
country.

HOUSE WORKED ON CALENDAR. 


Several Bills Taken Up and Passed 
Yesterday. 

Washington, January 13.—The house spent 
today in the work on the calendar and 
passed a number of minor bills by unant- 
mous consent. 

The bill providing that oleomargarine and 
other imitation dairy products shall be sub- 
ject to the laws of the states or territories 
into which they are transported was sprung 
unexpectedly. Strong opposition developed 
at once, with the result that after a long 
wrangle a demand for the previous ques- 
tion on the passage of ‘the bill was voted 
by a narrow majority. 

On motion of Mr. Washington, democrat, 
of Tennessee, a‘senate joint resolution was 
passed providing for expediting the erec- 
tion of the government building at the 
Tennessee Centennial exposition. 

Among the bills passed was house Dill 
detaching Marion county, Alabama, from 
the northern and attaching it to the south- 
ern judicial district of that state; also 
senate bill withdrawing from the supreme 
court of the United States jurisdiction of 
criminal cases not capital. It confers ju- 
risdiction in cases of this character upon 
the circuit court of appeals. 

At 4:45 p. m. the house adjourned until 
tomorrow. 


FARMERS WILL GET THEIR SEED 


Notwithstanding the Attempt of Mor- 
ton To Shut Them Out 
Washington, January -13.—The agricultur- 
al appropriation bill was presented to the 
house today by M. B. Wadsworth, chair 
man of the committee on agriculture. It 
carries an appropriation of $3,152,752, an in- 
crease of $102,080 over the amount appro- 
priated for the current fiscal year. The 
only material increase is under the head 
of the bureau of animal industry, and is 
intended to allow the extension of meat in- 

spection. , 

The committee discussed the matter of 
“compulsory meat irspection,’’ but decided 
to make it the subject of an Independent 
bill and not to place it in the appropriation 
bill 

For the purchase and distribution of val- 
uable seeds, an appropriation of $120,000 {ts 
made, and the secretary is directed to ex- 
pend the appropriation. 

Secrefary Morton made no estimate for 
this expenditure, and as in former bills, it 
was inserted without his sanction.

All 
of the time of the convention up to the 
presentation of the report of the commit- 
on resolutions was occupied in listen- 
ing to speeches and recommendations of 
features which those presenting them 
wished to have embodied in the declarations 
of the convention, 

The convention had taken recess twice 
upon notice that the committee was not 
ready to report. When it reassembled, af- 
ter the second recess, at 4:30 p. m., H. H. 
Hanna, chairman of the committee on res- 
Olutions, presented the report of hig com- 
mittee and called upon M. E. Ingalls, of 
Cincinnati, to read it. 

The report, Mr. Hanna said, to the sur- 
prise of the great body ol delegates, Was 
the unanimous expression of the commit- 
tee. He asked like unanimous’ support 
from the convention and moved the adop- 
tion of the report. The report was as fol- 
lows: 

‘Gentlemen of the Monetary Conference— 
Your commitee makes the following report: 
This conference declares that it has be- 
come absolutely necessary that a consist- 
ent, straighttorward and deliberately 
piunned monetary system shall be inaug- 
urated, the fundamental basis of which 
should be: 

“l. That the present gold standard should 
be maintained. 

“2. Tnat steps should be taken to insure 
the ultimate retirement of all classes of 
United States notes by a gradual and 
steady process, so as to avoid injurious 
contraction ot the currency or disturbance 
of the business interests of the country, 
and that in such retirement provision 
sheuld be made tor a separation of the 
revenue and note-issue departments of 
the treasury.

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ATLANTA, GA., January 14, 
The Decline of Cotton. 

The New York Financial Chronicle is 
supposed to be a_ publication § issued 
in the interest of business men. This 
is its intention, at any raie. Its sub- 
scribers are supposed to be men of af- 
fairs, men of experience and men of 
understanding. We are, therefore, sur- 
. prised to find in the of The 
Chronicle for January $th a lot of rub- 
bish that would be discreditabie to the 
intelligence of the blindest and most ig- 
norant partisan. 

In an article under the heading 
“The Financial Situation.” the editor is 
reduced to the extremity of ascribing 
the recent decline in the price of cot- | 
ton and the accumulation of cotton 
roods to “silver agitation.’’ Having fat- 
uously gone this length, the editor goes 
farther and declares that the attitude 
of the cotton planters in advocating free 
coinage has been responsible for the de- 
pressed price of that staple. 

In the very first paragraph of the ar- 
ticle under consideration, The Chronicle 
is guilty of a gross misstatement, which 
is utterly inexcusable, but which is the 
outgrowth of an inclination to ascribe 
all things considered evil to “silver agi- 
tation.”’ The editor excoriates Senator 
Millis for introducing a resolution recog- 
nizing the independence of Cuba. He 
says that this is another kind of agita- 
tion which is causing trouble, and he 
likens it to the evil results brought 
about by the “agitation” of the silver 
question. He describes Mr. Mills, of 
Texas, as “a silver senator.’ And yet it 
is perfectly well known to the editor, as 
it is to every person who is familiar 
with the attitude of our public men, 
that Senator Mills, hanging to Mr. Cleve- 
Jjland’s coat-tails, was dragged into the | 
gold standard heaven, provided with 
a front seat, and given a loud-sounding 
harp on which he might twang a gold- 
en true. Senator Mills was transmogri- 
fied early in 1893, and the event was the 
more noteworthy from the fact that, 
previous to that hour, he had given all 
of his spare time to the advocacy of 
the free coinage of silver. Since that 
time, in the senate and on the stump 
in his own state, he has been a blatant | 
opponent of free coinage, so much so 
that some of his constituents threatened | 
to get up indignation meetings. 

Nor is there any more truth in the 
declaration of The Chronicle that the 
decline in the price of cotton “during | 
the last few months” is the result of | 
“silver agitation.” This declaration is 
given the lie in nearly every issue of | 
The Chronicle during the past three 
years. The assumption has nothing 
whatever to go upon, no basis in fact 
or experience, for the decline in the 
price of raw cotton has gone on more 
rapidly since the “advance agent of pros- 
perity’” was indorsed by the _ people 
than it did when the result of the elec- 
tion was in doubt. 

The day before the November election 
March cotton was quoted at 8.31. On 
the 12th day of Jafuary (seventy days 
after the indorsement.of Mr. McKinley) 
March cotten was quoted at 7.12, a loss 
of 1 1-5 cents a pound. The day be- 
fore the election January cotton was 
quoted at 8.20; on the 12th of January 
it was quoted at 7.00. If the assump- 
tion of The Chronicle had any basis of 
truth whatever, cotton would have 
been at its lowest price the day before | 
the election, as the result of “silver agi- 
tation,’ and then when the issue was 
settled in favor of the gold standard | 
the price of cotton would have gone up. 

But the result is precisely the re- 
verse. Cotton went up to 8.31 in spite 
of the silver agitation and the possibil- 
ity of the election of the democratic 
candidate, but since the cessation of sil- 
ver agitation it has gone steadily down- 
ward, until seventy days after Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s election twenty bales of cot- 
ton will sell for $120 less than they 
would before the election. The Chron- ; 
icl addresses itself mainly to business 
men. We wonder how many of them 
can be duped by such stupid and self- 
contradictory assertions. There has 
been no “silver agitation” since the elec- 
tion of Mr. McKinley, except that which 
has been carried on by the gold press. 

There are some facts which The 
Chronicle overlooks, or takes no ac- 
count of. If the demand of the New 
England mills for the raw material had 
been in proportion to the demand in 
Europe, cotton would now fetch in the 
market from 10 to 12 cents a pound. 
The reason why there is no demand 
for cotton on the part of the New Eng- 
land mills is because they already have 
on hand a large supply of goods which | 
they cannot sell, or refuse to sell at 
prices which consumers can afford to 
pay. The stock of print cloth on hand 
in the New England mills amounts to 
2,198,000 pieces, and a suggestion has 
been made at Fall River to run only 
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_its leading spirits.

This belief (as 
grossly ridiculous as the most ignorant 
superstition) led the manuafcturers to 
start up their mills as soon as they 
heard the news of Mr. McKinley’s elec- 
tion, and the result is an accumulation 
of stocks, and serious disappointment. 
It is wonderful that business men can 
lend themselves to such a political su- 
perstition;: but it is more wonderful still 
that a reputable periodical should con- 
tinue to feed it by inventing and in- 
dorsing the declaration that “silver agi- 
tation” is the cause of the low price 
of cotton.

General William B. Allison, of Iowa, 
is bent upon keeping his seat-in the 
United States senate.

Line Upon Line. 

In another place we have commented 
on the contention of The New York 
Financial Chronicle that the recent de- 
cline in the price of cotton is due to 
“silver agitation’’—a contention that is 
made in the face of the fact that, al- 
though there has been no “silver agita- 
tion,” for seventy-two days, cotton has 
been going down steadily, until now it 
is one and one-fifth cents lower than 
it was when the “silver agitation’ was 
at the height of its fury, so to speak. 

It is the result of common observa- 
tion that you can’t squeeze blood out 
of a turnip. For a similar reason, you 
can’t make good times out of condi- 
tions that produce hard times. There 
must be a change and a radical one, be- 
fore prosperity can take the place of 
hard times and low prices. The crude 
superstition so actively fed by the re- 
publican press that the mere announce- 
ment of Mr. McKinley’s election would 
restore prosperity, has already done a 
good deal of damage in New England, 


where in the early days of last Novem- 


ber the mills were started in full blast 
on full time. The result is an immense 
accumulation of stocks for which there 
is no market. 

As stated before, it is impossible to 
draw blood from a turnip, and the man- 


ufacturers cannot sell their goods when 
the consumers that make their most 
profitable markets have no money to 
buy. Those who depend on the sale 
of the cotton crop for their money, and 
on the price of cotton for the number 
of dollars they are able to secure, arc 
among the heaviest consumers of print 
cloth. Their income has been getting 
smaller and smaller since 1893, and con- 
sequently they have been obliged to buy 
less and less of everything, including 
the products of the New England milis. 

Suppose the fifty or sixty millions of 
people who depend on agriculture for 


| their living had as much money to spend 


as they had in 1892. Would the New 
England mills be thinking about send- 
ing their accumulated stocks to Europe 
to be sold there for what they will 
fetch? Would they have any unsold 
stocks on hand? We think it would be 
worth The Chronicle’s while to discuss 
this plain business matter, instead of 
catering to the crude political supersti- 
tion that “‘silver agitation” (and there is 
no such agitation) is responsible for the 
situation; that Mr. McKinley ean restore 
prosperity by uttering a “slogan,” and 
that Mr. Mark Hanna ean revive busi- 
ness by winking at Mr. Tom Reed. 

It would be far better for The Chron- 
icle if, instead of deceiving itself and 
its readers by blubbering about “silver 
agitation” seventy-odd days after Mr. 
McKinley’s election, it would get behind 
the halting, hesitating, dodging republi- 
‘ans, and prod them so sharply and so 
persistently that they would be driven 
to doing something for the relief of the 
people. 

If The Chronicle and those whom it 
represents believe that higher taxes will 
make higher prices, and at the same 
time give those who are taxed more 
money to buy goods, very well. Let 
the higher taxes be levied. That will 
be something; it will represent move- 
ment. If they think that a further con- 
traction of the currency will put more 
money in the pockets of the people, well 
and good. Let them go ahead. 

In fine, let them do anything but sit 
and blubber about “silver agitation”’ 
when there is no such thing going on. 

The March ofthe Republic. 

Since the birth of the present cen- 
tury no less than eighteen governments 
on this side of the Atantic have joined 
the sisterhood of free republics. 

Without attempting to name them in 
strict chronological order, these several 
republics are as follows: Chile, Argen- 
tina, Bolivia, Peru, Mexico, Paraguay, 
Uruguay, Colombia, Ecuador, Honduras,

As to the geographical location of 


'these various republics, Hayti and San 
| Domingo are among the West Indies; 
| Mexico, in North 
| Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Ecua- 


America; Argentina, 
dor, Peru, Paraguay, Uruguay and Ven- 
ezuela, in South America, and Honduras, 
Guatemala, Costa Rica, Nicaragua and 
San Salvador, in Central America. 
While the various Central American 
sates have maintained separate and 
independent governments during the 
greater part of the century, a union be- 


' tween three of these states, viz, Hon- 


duras, Nicaragua and San Salvador, has 


' recently been formed under the provis- 
'fonal name of “The Greater Republic 


of Central America.’”’ As soon as the 
two remaining states, Costa Rica and 
Guatemala, enter the union it will then 
be known as “The Central American 
Republic.” 

Of the eighteen republics above men- 
tioned, there is not a single one which 
does not owe its existence to Spanish 
despotism and which has not’ been 
carved out of Spanish territory. The 
loss which Spain has sustained, there- 
fore, during the past century, with the 
single exception of Cuba, includes her 
entire possessions in the new world. 
Unless a miracle intervenes within the 
next few weeks to prevent Cuba from 
achieving her independence the last ves- 
tige of Spanish rule on this side of the 
Atlantic will be obliterated. 

Excepting Mexico and Venezuela but 
little is known of these American re- 
publics, save in a very general way. 
From the latest official returns the chief 
executives of these republics are as fol- 
lows: Mexico, Porfirio Diaz; Venezuela, 
Joaquin Crespo; Argentina, Jose Uri- 
buru; Brazil, Prudente de Moraes; Bo- 
livia, Severo Fernandez Alonso; Colom- 
bia, Antonio Caro; Costa Rica, Rafael 
Iglesias; Ecuador, Eloy Alfaro; Guate- 
mala, Jose Maria Barrows; Hayti, Tire- 
sias Simon Sam; Honduras, Policarpo 
Bonilla; Nicaragua, Jose Santos Zelaya; 
Peru, Nicholas de Pierola; Salvador, 
Rafael Gutierrez; Paraguay, Juan 
Egusquiza; San Domingo, Ulysses Heur- 
laux, and Uruguay, Juan Borda. 

Had it not been for the success of the 
American revolution these countries 
would no doubt still be under the do- 
minion of Spain. It is due in a large 
measure, therefore, to the inspiration 
which our own experiment at self-zgov- 
ernment has furnished that South Amer- 
ica is today the abode of freedom. With 
something of the same spirit which in- 
spired the mother of the Gracchi, this 
country can point to the young repub- 
lics of the new world and _ exclaim: 
“These are my jewels!”

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


During the present year the British fov- 
ernment intends to celebrate the four 
hundredth anniversary of Cabot’s discov- 
eries in North America. In commenting 
upon the proposed celebration The Spring- 
field Republican observes that the first 
Cabot was no more an Englishman than 
Christopher Columbus was a Spaniard. 
“The proposition also reminds us.’’ says 
The Republican, that the English people 
were behind the Spaniards, Portuguese, 
Dutch and French as sea rovers, adven- 
turers and colonizers, and that their later 
supremacy Over them all was due a good 
deal to the perpetual wars on the con- 
tinent which gave isolated England her 
great opportunity in the new worlds beyond 
the sea, 


In spite of the fact that 1,600.000,000 people 
inhabit the globe, theie are still large 
areas Of land which are virtually unoccu- 
pied. Queensland, for example, has an area 
of 430,000,000 square miles to a population of 
only 450,000.

Sir Christopher Wren, the architect of 
St. Paul’s and of many other churches in 
Great Britain, had a preésentiment, when 
rebuilding St. Paul's, that he would die be- 
fore the completion of the work. He did 
die while the walls were rising, and was 
buried in a cavity purposely made to re- 
ceive his sarcophagus. 


Liszt was the most wonderful pianist in 
musical: history. He had prodigious 
strength of arm and wrist. which enabled 
him to achieve astounding results, but his 
delicacy of touch was very remarkable. 
When learning the piano he was often 
known to practice from fourteen to eight- 
een hours a day. 

Sir William Hamilton mentions a tailor, 
whose name he does not give, who was 
blind from birth. and yet by the sense of 
touch alone, could distinguish the patterns 
of Scotch plaids. used in the kilts of the 
Highland costumes; matching the cloth 
with all the exactness that might be ex- 
pected of having perfect vision. 

James Crichton, better remembered as 
“The Admirable Crichton,’”’ could read, 
write and dispute in twelve different lan- 
guages. He was an expert swordsman, a 
civil and military engineer, a mathemati- 
cian, a dramatist, and although but twenty- 
three years old at the time of his death, 
he was the master of-all the science and 
learning of the age.

Our Pubic School System. 

Editor Constitution—The Constitution 
tells its readers that more than 250,000 chil- 
dren of school age were not attending 
school in the year 1895. Out of the 600,000 
children of school age in Georgia nearly 
one-half remained at home, .because the 
houses were unfit for winter time and in 
summer the children were forced to work 
in the crop. 

This an astounding statement, but I 
do not question its accuracy. Yet $1,000,000 
was paid out of the state treasury to fur- 
nish education to these children, together 
with those whose parents were willing to 
forego field work to procure common school 
or public.education for their children—paid 
for by other people. 

Truly we have reached a pretty pass in 
Georgia! 

It required about $22,000 in cash to grad- 
uate ten students at the Technological 
school in the year 1896. and it took one solid 
million and two hundred thousand dollars 
to give 300,000 children a little smatter of 
public school teaching in the year 1595. 

May God help the poor taxpayers, who 
can be sold out by the.sheriff to raise this 
money! Their condition is pitiful! 

Some weeks ago, Lord Lansdowne, sec- 
retary of war in England, made a public 
speech at Bristol, in which he claimed the 
urgent necessity for increased appropria- 
tions for the British army. He made a no- 
table appeal for increase in the estimates. 

Hon. Michael Hicks-Beach, chancellor of 
the exchecquer, happening to be present, 
made a notable reply. He told the secre- 
tary of war that unless he had been able 
to manage better the sums already appro- 
priated it was not becoming to ask for 
more! 

I say to the managers of the public school 
system in Georgia, that having been un- 
able to manage a million of dollars in 1895, 
it was preposterous to compel an unfeeling 
legislature to appropriate $1,600,000 for the 
Same purpose and with the same result in 
the year 1896. 

The late legislature uncovered itself as a 
strident and imperious body. It seemed to 
have but one idea; namely, to fling out 
with lavish hand the tax money of a de- 
pressed and poverty-stricken people. 

With the palpable fact staring them in 
the face that only half the ecnildren of 
school age availed themselves of the benefit 
of the public school fund, yet they flung 
$400,000 more into the same sink-hole of 
disappointment and fallure. 

When I remember that my little property 
can be taken from me by the state, by the 
sheriff, to raise my pro rata of this school 
money, and yet.these children can stay at 
home or work for their parents all the 
year, I feel like going On a crusade to res- 
cue these tax-ridden folks from the toils 
of political desperadoes in the legislature. 
There is neither equity nor justice in such 
taxation. It is all wrong. If my little in- 
come can be wrenched from me to educate 
other people’s children, I should have the 
satisfaction of knowing that these children 
are forced to go to school or their indiffer- 
ent and lazy parents should be sent to the 
rock pile. What is “‘sauce for the goose 
should be sauce for the gander.”’ 

It has reached a place in Georgia where 
this cheap school business is too cheap to 
be picked up in the road—it is beneath no- 
tice. It seems to me that we lack some- 
thing much worse than the money; we cer- 
tainly need brains to manage the concern 
and nerve to compel these unwilling bene- 
ficiaries to accept public bounty or stop this 
taxation. 

In truth, this public school system is 
placed on a false basis. When the state 
grows paternal and clothes, feeds and ed- 
ucates the thriftless at the expense of the 
thrifty, it has aDout legislated all the man- 
hood out of the class that it intends to 
benefit. The counties should manage their 
respective school funds and look after this 
poor shool rate. 

It is humiliating to know that the people 
who raise this school money are compelled 
to send it to Atlanta to be counted and sub- 
divided as if there was neither capacity nor 
honesty in county officials to do it. It ig 
like money sent to the far off heathen— 
it takes a dollar to convey 10 cents to the 
poems who are to be helped in foreign 
ands. 

There is a great, big circumalogution office 
in the state capitol and this school money 
is poured out through channels that are 
harmonious and affable. 

Talk about political machines! There is 
absolutely nothing to compare to the afore- 
said circumlocution office. with its 
teachers with eyes all turned its way. 

I know this is not the popular side of the 
question; I know what sort of antagonism 
it will engender, but I know the time has 
come to check this drain of tax money or 
quit the state in self-defense. Respectfully,

10 SUCCEED SELF 


May Be-a Candidate for Reappointment 
as Postmaster. 


HE HAS NOT YET DECIDED 


His Friends Believe He Will Have a 
Fine Showing. 


ARE MANY CANDIDATES FOR OTHER PLACES 


Innumerable Seekers for All the Of- 
fices That Are To Be Filled 
in Georgia.

Postinaster Amos Fox, who has been 
Serving under a democratic administ”ation, 
will line up as a candidate for reappoint- 
ment when the time of becoming a ‘“‘candl- 
date”’ is propitious, unless ?ll signs fail. 

This rather interesting piece of political 
news is noised around among democrats 
who may have ‘fluence’ with the McKin- 
ley administration, and even among the re- 
rublicans has the report gained circula- 
tion. 

Postmaster Fox was asked in regard to 
the rumor yesterday. While his answer did 
not commit him as being just at this time 
an avowed candidate, yet from what he 
said it was evident that he has political 
aspirations to succeed hiniself. 

“My term of office does not expire,” he 
said, ‘‘until November, 1897. So there is no 
huiry for candidates for my position to put 
in. applications. I will be pleased to hold 
over urder the republican udministration iy 
Mr. McKinley shall see fit to appoint me, 
I have done my duty, I believe, to the 
public, and if reappointed I will be able, 
with the experience I have had, to give 
the citizens of Atlanta a still better service, 
During my term of office I have not been 
outside the city limits; in fact, I have rot 
been beyond the limits covered by my 
carriers. It may be that Mr. McKinley 
will consider it feasible to reappoint me, 
and if he does, I will accept the office with 
the determination to continue to devote my 
entire time and energies to the duties of 
the position.’’ 

“Dr. Fox,’’ the postmaster was asked, 
“if when the time arrives for you to be- 
come an avowed candidate for postmaster 
you find that there is a possibility of you 
receiving the appointment will you then 
announce your candidacy?’ 

“I certainly shall,"’ was the reply. 

Postmaster Fox has labored faithfully 
and unceasingly during his tenure of of- 
fice and has made many important changes 
in the management of the postoffice. He 
has given his personal attention to all 
the details of the business. 

It is said that Dr. Fox has a “political 
pull” with the McKinley administration 
which may land him. In years gone by the 
doctor, while in the drug business in At- 
lanta, was the agent for the Standard Oil 
Company. He became acquainted with a 
wealthy and influential gentleman of Cov- 
ington, Ky., who was a director or stock- 
holder in the oil company.

When Auctioneer H. L. Wilson mounted 
the stand arranged for nim he looked out 
over the heads of some of Atlanta’s most 
prominent business men. The real estate 
dealers crowded to the front and the large 
number of prominent and wealthy citizens 
present was remarked on. 

Mr. Wilson started the auction by giving 
a description of the property. The land and 
the building he said was an estate of which 
any man might be proud. It was as Valu- 
able, he said, as any other piece of prop- 
erty in Atlanta and situated so that its 
value could be greatly enhanced at the 
outlay of only a few dollars 

The building alone, he suid. was 
over $100,000 and cost that 
first erected. The property without the 
building was one of the. most valuable to 
be found in Atlanta. 

He then told of what an excellent in- 
vestment it would be to purchase this buitld- 
ing and what a good way it was to spend 
one’s money and be sure it was well in- 
vested. He told of how the value of At- 
lanta property has increased in the past 
elghteen months and of how the real estate 
business is getting better and more profit- 
able here every day. 

He cited instances where property not 
so well located as the Moore-Mash building 
had brought as much as $1,200 a front foot.

Conklin, puffing his cigar more rapidly. 
Mr. Kiser raised his to $700, wherupon Mr.

Mr. W. J. Mallard created some little ex- 
citement by entering into the contest and 
making the amount $800. Mr. Conklin raised 
this amount to $850. 

There was a lull in the bidding at this

It Cuts Of the Head of Messenger Moon, 
of Mayor’s Office. 
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IN ECONOMY’S NAME 


DONE 


Ordinance Passed Providing for a 
Private Secretary to the Mayor. 


WILL RECEIVE A SALARY OF $1,000 A YEAR 


What the Ordinance Committee Did at 
Its Meeting Yesterday—Mon’s 
Office Is Abolished, 


The ordinance committee of the -city 
council adopted a report at a meeting 
yesterday afternoon abolishing the office 
of city messenger. The report is in the 
shape of an ordinance and empowers the 
mayor to appoint a private secretary at a 
salary of $1,000 a year. 

The position of city messenger has been 
filled by Mr. Z. B. Moon for the past four 
or five years at a salary of $1,200 a year. 
Besides filling the position of city mes- 
senger Mr. Moon acted as private secre- 
tary to the mayor during the administra- 
tions of Mr. Goodwin and Mr. King. He 
has been regarded as a most efficient offi- 
cial and when it was reported a short 
while ago there was a probability that he 
would be removed the news created a stir 
among the. other city officials. At the last 
meeting of the general council an c¢-di- 
nance was introduced declaring the office 
of city messenger abolished and it was re- 
ferred to’ the ordinance committee. 

The committee made short work of the 
when it came up yesterday 
afternoon. After only a few moments’ dis- 
cussion as. to a proposed amendment it 
was decided to report the ordinance to the 
council as follows: 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council that authority 1s hcre- 
by conferred upon the mayor of appointing 
in his discretion a secretary for the de- 
partment of mayor at a salary not to ex- 
ceed $1,000 per annum, whose duties besides 
those of secretary to the mayor shall be 
such as are now performed by the :ines- 
senger, and in addition such duties as ray 
from time to time be designated by the 
mayor. 

“Seetion 2. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid that the office or prsi- 
tion known as messenger be and the same 
is hereby abolished.’’ 

Section 8 is a repealing clause. 

Mayor Collier wanted a private secretary 
of his own choosing, as all executive heads 
ef government have the prerogative to ap- 
point a private secretary. A saving, how- 
ever, of $200 a year will be made. 

The ousting of City Messenger Moon has 
produced a sensation among the attaches 
of the city hall. For days it has been 
noised around that the city fathers were 
whetting the edge of the official ax on 
the grindstone of retrenchment and the 
falling of a head is not a spectacle to 
bring a comfortable feeling.

‘Has Not Been Libeled for Violation 


of Neutrality Laws—Key West 
Grand Jury Investigating. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 13.—Collector 
of Customs C. R. Bisbee has received in- 
structions from Washington to refuse clear- 
ance to the steamer Dauntless, the master 
of which has applied for a clearance for 
Nuevitas, Cuba, with a cargo of arms and 
ammunition for the Cubans. 

The order of the collector is based upon 
the report of the last voyage of the Daunt- 
less, aS made by Captain John W. Myers. 
The report is very unsatisfactory, as it does 
not state the name of the vessel to which 
the men and arms taken from No Name 
Key were transferred at sea. 

The Dauntless is still in custody of an 
officer of the revenue cutter Boutwell, but 
has not yet been libelled for any violation 
of the neutrality or navigation laws of the 
United States. The steamer Three Friends 
is still in custody of the United States 
marshal, and her owners have not yet ap- 
plied for her releasg on bond. Judge 
Locke’s decision on a former libel is anx- 
iously looked for. 

Government Official Implicated. 

The ,following from Key West indicates 
that the grand jury is trying to get at the 
bottom of the alleged filibustering trips of 


the Three Friends, and other steamers sup- 


posed to be engaged in the business: 

“Papers wefe served by Deputy Marshal 
Johnson upon Captain Horr, ex-collector of 
this port, and Peter Williams, ex-United 
States marshal, to appear before Judge 
Locke, at Jacksonville, instanter, charged 
with implication in the filibustering expedi- 
tion which was landed in Cuba by the 
steamer Dauntless on the last trip.

Mr. Morton’s Strong Talk on Saving 
Disselate Women. 


WORKS WITH MR. CRITTENTON 


Will Hold a Series of Meetings Here 
in Which He Will Stir Up In- 
terest in the Home. 


Mr. Charles Morton, of Chicago, asso- 
clate evangelist of Charles N. Crittenton, 
delivered an address on the rescue of fallen 
women at the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation hall yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Morton has come here in the inter- 
est of the Florence Crittenton home of this 
city. He will make a number of addresses 
on the necessity of helping fallen women. 
He will perfect a thorough organization 
for the purpose of widening the scope of 
the work in Atlanta. 

Mr. Morton’s address yesterday afternoon 
was heard by representatives of nearly 
every denomination of the city. The audi- 
ence was composed mainly of ladies, who 
are interested and actually engaged in res- 


cue work. 


‘Il intend in this address.’’ said Mr. Mor- 
ton, ‘‘to inaugurate a movement that will 
arouse general and increased interest in 
rescue work. 

“There is a law of human nature in ac- 
cordance with which the prosperous are 
boosted up and the unfortunate are trod- 
den down. It is a pity that fallen women 
are given no chance to rise again. Itisa 
pity that they are not put on an equal 
plain with men in regard to the possibility 
of becoming reformed. I was heiped up in 
the world when I had expressed the desire 
to lead a Christian life. Why can’t fallen 
women also be given a chance to reform 
and gain. an honorable station in the com- 
munity. 

“There 
in this country 


are. forty-one Crittenton homes 
and they are lifting thou- 
sands ef unfortunate women from degra- 
dation to morality and Christianity. The 
details of these homes differ to suit differ- 
ent circumstances, but they are all run on 
the same general plan. The work in At- 
lanta has been largely conducted by Mrs. 
Kate Waller Barrett, widow of the late 
Dr. Barrett... She hus shown special adap- 
tation for the work and hus accomplished 
wonders. Mr. Crittenton and I were talk- 
ing the matter over some time ago and we 
were astounded at the work she has done. 
She has founded probably thirty-two or 
thirty-three of the homes in the United 
States. She has talked before many audi- 
ences on this sybject. 

“I was for thirty years on the board of 
trade in Chicago and was addicted to the 
sinful ways of many of the business men 
of the country. Christ called me to this 
rescue work and I am devoting my life to 
it. The work of Mr. Crittenton and myself 
is very mucn like that of Messrs. Moody 
and Mills. It differs a little in some of its 
phases, but the ultimate object is the same. 
We held a thousand meetings in sixteen 
months, seventy-five of which were rescue 
meetings. We want to have rousing meet- 
ings here. We want to do great good for 
Atlanta. We should help the perishing 
girls.’’ 

At this point Mr. Morton read three of 
nineteen letters that had been sent out 
from the Chicago Crittenton home. These 
letters were written to Mr. Crittenton, tell- 
ing him how thankful they were tor what 
had been done for them. Mr. Morton re- 
lated how u young girl of a fine southern 
family drifted into a life of shame through 
domestic infelicity and was finally saved 
by the Denver Crittenton home. He said 
that the home in Sun Francisco has an 
unusually large number of inmates. 

Tomorrow at noon and tomorrow night at 
§ o'clock Mr. Morton will deliver addresses 
at the Broad street niission hall On Fri- 
day at 3:30 o’clock Mr. Morton will deliver 
un address at the Young Men’s Christian 
Association hall and will organize the 
board of managers. This is called the in- 
ter-denominational bourd of munagers. 
Mrs. Barrett wiil probably be president ot 
it and Mrs. T. E. Kendall, wife of Rev. T. 
R. Kendull, will be made vice president. 
Mr. Morton will speak at the first Baptist 
church Sunday afternoon at 3 oO’ clock. 
The public is invited to attend all these 
meetings. 

Mrs. Barrett is the general superintendent 
of the national Florence Crittenton mis- 
sion, which covers forty-one homes from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. Mr. Morton 
says that he expects to see not less than 
one hundred homes in this country within 
the next three years. He says they intend

A Desperate Battle Between Officers 
and Moonshiners, 


Surrender. 


THEY RAN INTO A NEST OF READY RIFLES 


They Were Fired Upon and Returned 
the Fire—One Moonshiner Kill- 
ed and Another Captured.

News was received tn Atlanta yesterday 
morning of a bloody encounter between the 
Operators of a still, on the line of Fannin 
and Murray counties, and United States 
revenue officers, which took place just be- 
fore daybreak yesterday. 

The encounter was the result of a raid 
made on a still, operated by desperate 
moonshiners, by Deputy Collectors Witzel, 
Trueman and Kellogg, in company with 
Deputy Marshal R. M. Trammell. 

The officers attempted to arrest those at 
the still and were fired upon. They 
turned the fire and one of the moonshiners 
fell mortally wounded. Several volleys were 
fired by both parties and Deputy Collector 
Kellogg barely escaped being killed by one 
of the flying bullets. 

The still raided by the officers is located 
Rear the line of Fannin and Murray coun- 
ties. It has been in operation for some time 
and was so well the mountains 
that the revenue unable to 
find it. 

A short time ago they were given informa- 
tion which led to their correctly locating 
the still. The men who operated it they 
knew to be desperate, but nevertheless they 
determined to capture the still and the men 
who were in it. The moonshiners had the 
entire advantage and were in such a posi- 
tion that if warned of the approach of the 
Officers they could have exterminated the 
entire party before being reached: 

The revenue men knew of the disadvan- 
tage at which they were placed, but head- 
ed by Deputy Marshal Trammell they be- 
lieved they could successfully make the 


raid. 
The Still Is Raided. 

Yesterday morning before daybreak the 
four officers started on their perilous under- 
taking. They went through the dark moun- 
tains and were at all times in danger of 
being fired upon. 

Secreted in a little valley and entirely 
hidden from view the still was in full Op- 
eration. The sturdy mountaineers had just 
come to the place and the fire was begin- 
ning to burn well. In this wild region, 
Where no one but experienced mountain- 
eers dare put their foot, the moonshiners 
believed themselves safe from discovery. 
They were prepared for an attack, however, 
and in the still were several winchesters 
loaded and ready for use. 

Fired on the Officers. 

Old man Tarman was busy at his work 
fin the still, not dreaming that revenue offi- 
cers were anywhere vin the neighborhood. 
Jim Cantrell was helping with the work. 
Suddenly these two men were startled by 
hearing Marshal Trammell say in a com- 
manding voice: 

“Hands up!’’ 

, Without turning their 
Bhiners knew the officers 
The vision of months’ 
jail flashed before their minds. Instinct- 
ively they sprang to ready guns and 
the command of the marshal was answered 
with a fierce volley. 

The officers were prepared:-for this and an 
answering volley was poured into the still 
Jim Cantrell fell unconscious to the floor 
and the blood trickled from a mortal wound 
in his body.

After exchanging shots for several min- 
utes old man Larman surrendered and was 
carried to Blue Ridge, where he held

ROADS PUT ON NOTICE 


Chairman Trammell Tells Them That 
They Must Reduce Rates, 


IF THEY REFUSE, THEN SUITS 


The Manufacturers of Fertilizers Call 
On the Board for Advice—The 
Law is Cited to Them. 


Some of the railroads have thus far 
failed to put in force the new rate on fer- 
tilizers ordered by the state commission. 
Nery little was said about it until the last 
jday or two, when the manufacturers be- 
bean to kick. 

Most of the roads held off for a few 
days. They waited to see if an injunction 
was to,be asked for, but as it was impos- 
sible to get all the parties at interest to- 
gether, the leading systems have not yet 
announced their future course. 

Chairman Trammell’s attention has been 
called to the delay in putting the rates 
in effect, and he says if full compliance is 
not given by the roads to the board’s or- 
der there will be suits and more trouble. 

Manufacturers have been holding back 
the shipments, waiting to see what the 
roads intend to do. The time has come now 
when the fertilizers must be moved or the 
roads will not be able to handle all of it 
in-the limited time before the planting sea- 
son. 

The farmers of this state used last year 
020,000 tons. That vast amount of freight 
cannot be moved by the roads in much 
less than sixty days, together with the 
other traffic which is contantly moving. 
Manufacturers and middle men want to get 
the phosphate distributed through the 
country, and they are calling on the com- 
mission to compel all the roads which have 
so far ignored the 20 per cent reduction to 
put it in force. 

The following letter 
Trammell bearing on 
explanatory: 

Atlanta, Ga., January 13, 1897.—Mr. W. 
L. Peel, Treasurer Old Dominion Guano 
C ompany—Dear Sir: I am in receipt of 
yours of the 12th instant, giving notice that 
the Southern Railway Company and the 
Central ef Georgia Railway Company refuse 
° make effective that portion of circular 
I Oo. zo7 of this commission, Which relates 
to rates on fertilizers; that in consequence 
thereof you were running the risk of hav- 
ing your orders countermanded and re- 
questing information as to what could be 
done in the matter. 

‘In reply I have to say that there are 
two remedies provided by law applicable 
In cases where railroads make excessive 
charges for transporting freight, in viola- 
tion of the rules and regulations of this 
commission, 

7 First, action brought by the commis- 
sion to enforce the penalties prescribed for 
the violation of its rules. See act of 1891, 
amending code, section 719 (i) so as to read 
as follows: 

If any railroad company doing business 
in this State by its agents and employes 
shall be guilty of the rules and regulations 
provided and prescribed by said commis- 
sioners, and if, after due notice of such 
violation given to the principal officer 
thereof, ample and full recompense _ for 
the wrong or injury done thereby to any 
person or corporation as may be directed by 
said commissioners, shall not be made with- 
in thirty days from the time of such no- 
tice, such company Shall incur a- penalty 
for each offense of not less than $1,000 nor 
more than $5,000, to be fixed by the pre- 
Siding judge. An action for the recovery 
of such penalty shall be in any county of 
the state, where such violation has occurred 
Or wrong has been perpetrated, and shall 
be in the name of the state of Georgia. 
Ihe commissioners shall institute such ac- 
tion through the attorney general, or 
such other attorney at law of this state as 
the said commissioners may appoint, whose 
fees shall be the same as now provided 
by law.’

See section X of the act of 
Isi¥, creating the railroad commission of 
Georgia, which reads as follows: 

“Section X. That if any railroad compa- 
ny doing business in this state shall, in 
violation of any rule or regulation provided 
by the commissioners aforesaid, inflict any 
wrong or injury on any person such person 
shall have a right of action and recovery 
for such wrong or injury in the county 
where the same was done, in any court 
having jurisdiction thereof, and the dam- 
ages to be recovered shall be the same 
as in actions between individuals, except 
that, -in cases of willful violation of law, 
such railroad companies shall he liable to 
exemplary damages; provided, that all 
Suits under this act shall be brought with- 
in twelve months after the alleged wrong 
or injury.’ 

“Third, the right of parties from whom 
railroad companies have exacted freight in 
excess of the legal rate to recover twice 
the amount of such excess above the legal 
rate by action in the courts. See section 
l of the act of 1889 (acts of 1889, p. 136), 
Which reads as follows: 

‘Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, That in all cases 
where any railroad or other common Car- 
riers shall demand and receive for goods 
shipped from within or without this state 
to any point in this state any over charge 
or excess of freight over and beyond the 
proper or contract rate of freight and a 
demand in writing for the return or re- 
payment of such overcharge of excess of 
freight is made by the person paying the 
same, said railroad or .common carrier 
shall refund. said overcharge within thir- 
ty days from said demand, and if said 
railroad or common carrier Shall fail or 
refuse to settle within thirty days, or with- 
in said time to refund said overcharge or 
overpayment, then said railroad or common 
carrier shall be liable to said person mak- 
ing the overpayment in an amount double 
the amount of the overpayment, to be re- 
covered in any court having jurisdiction of 
the same, and more than one claim for 
such excess may be joined in the same 
suit.’ 

“The above recited sections of the law, 
in my opinion, afford ample remedies for 
the enforcement of the rules of this com- 
mission, and to enable the people to pro- 
tect themselyes fully against all over- 
charges made by the railroads in violation 
of the rulés and regulations of this com- 
mission. How far. the shippers will avail 
themselves of the provisions of this law 
is for them to decide. I can only speak 
for myself as a commissioner, and declare 
that circular No. 267 is the law of this state, 
and that it is my duty to insist upon its 
enforcement. This I shall do to the full 
extent of the law and shall take all legal 
steps that are necessary to such enforce- 
ment.

Drug Firm Objects To Sub-Leasing - of 
Their Store Space. 


SODA WATER ROOM IS WANTED 


Mrs. S. J. Purtell Asks To Be Appoint- 


ed Receiver of the Mallory Plow 
Company—Before the Judge. 


Several bills for injunction and restrain- 
ing orders were filed in the Fulton superior 
court yesterday and temporarily passed 
upon by Judge J. H. Lumpkin. 

Hammack, Lucas & Co. filed a bill for 
injunction and restraining order to pre- 
vent a sub-lessee from taking possession 
of and using a part of their drug store 
at the junction of Marietta and Peach- 
tree streets. They assert that the space 
in question was originally leased to the 
Venable Soda Water Company. The latter 
company sub-let the space to C. Jordan. 
Jordan now proposes to sub-lease the place 
to C. J. Simmons for a consideration. The 
drug company asks the court to prevent 
the transfer. 

The plaintiffs present a bill alleging that 
in their contract with the parties the 
space in the store is not to be sub-leased, 
except on certain conditions, and they 
claim that under the contracts the pro- 
posed transfer of the rights from Jordan 
to Simmons are not permissible, and that 
they desire the court to restrain the par- 
ties from actually taking possession of the 
place. A temporary restraining order was 
granted, and the case set for a hearing on 
January 27th. 

A Widow, and Has Ability. 

Mrs. S. J. Purtell is the plaintiff in a 
suit for injunction and restraining order, 
and for receiver against the Mallory-Hol- 
combe Plow Company. She charges that 
the company can ™* best managed by a 
receiver, and that as she owns 
a large part of the stock and 
property, she is the proper per- 
son to be appointed receiver. In setting 
forth her claims of ability to conduct the 
affairs of the concern, she asserts that she 
is a widow and is thoroughly capable and 
willing to look after the business. 

Mrs. Purtell claims that some time ago 
she secured certain rights in a patent for 
the manufacture of what is known as the 
“A. R. Mallory plow.” She now asserts 
that the parties defendant, A. R. Mallory, 
W. H. Holcombe and B. J. Boyd are 
about to er may dispose of certain rights 
connected with her interests in the plow 
business and patent, and she asks the 
court to restrain the parties from in any 
way disposing of or selling any part of the 
company’s rights and property except in 
the ordinary course of business. 

The petition of the plaintiff was tempor- 
arily granted, and the case set for a hear- 
ing on January 27th. 

J. B. Watkins in Court. 

Moyer Bros., of Cincinnati, through their 
attorneys, Andrews & Davies, filed a suit 
for injunction and receiver against J. B. 
Watkins, at 94 Decatur street, alleging in- 
solvency. Judge Lumpkin granted a re- 
straining order, and fixed the case for a 
further hearing at 9 o’clock January 20th.

INSPECTING BALLOTS 


The Walker-Orr Justice Contest Presents 
Some Mew Phases, 


POLLS AT THE WRONG PLACE 


So Claimed by the Contestant—Judge 
Hines’s Sweeping Objections. 
Names Cannot Be Found. 


The thread of the Walker-Orr contest 
was taken up by Judge Foute yesterday af- 
ternoon at 3 o’clock. This session of the 
court was by far the liveliest one that has 
yet been held and several entirely new and 
important developments arose. Some fun 
and some seriousness was indulged in by 
those who were present. 

The vote of J. M. Brooks was the first 
that was challenged. It was numbered 1131 
and was found in the box without any trou- 
ble. The registration list showed that he 
lived at 193 Haynes street, which is in the 
1026th district. J. A. Speers was then sworn 
by the contestant’s attorney, Mr. Hugh 
Dorsey. Speers said that he knew Brooks 
by the name of Jim Brooks; that he was 
confident that Brooks lived near the corner 
of Jackson street and Ponce de Leon cir- 
cle, Which is in the 1234th district. He said 
that he saw Brooks vote in the 1026th dis- 
trict during the last election. 

On cross-examination Speers said that he 
knew that Brooks voted for Judge Orr be- 
cause he had furnished the pencil and 
Parker, who is one of Judge Orr’s bailiffs, 
had given Brooks the ticket. 

Mr. E. P. Chamberlin was put on the 
stand and said that he was at the polls on 
the day of the election, and at the time that 
they were closed. He saw a negro put his 
hand in at the window, with the intention 
of voting, before the city clock had-com- 
menced to strike the hour. Witness said 
that Judge Bloodworth had started to take 
the vote, but evidently changed his mind 
and closed the window. 

On the cross-examination Mr. Chamber- 
lin said that he was positive that the ne- 
gro was in charge of Mr. J. C, Fife, who 
had been working for Walker. 

J. C. Fife, who is purported to have had 
the negro in charge when he was denied 
the right to vote, was next introduced. 
“We object,” said Judge Hines, ‘‘on the 
ground that the name of this witness has 
not been furnished to the contestee.’’ Fife 
then said that he had found the negro on 
Hunter street and had asked him to vote 
the Walker ticket. The negro said that he 
would and they went to tbe polls. Wit- 
ness was on the right side of the negro 
when the polls were reached. He said that 
he Knew that it was a Walker ticket, be- 
cause he had seen Walker’s name on it. 

J. W. Harper, one of the defeated candi- 
dates, was then introduced. ‘‘We object,’”’ 
called Judge Hines,.‘‘the name of this wit- 
ness has not been given to us.” 

“Judge Hines,’’ said Mr. Dorsey, ‘‘we will 
have it understood that you object to every- 
thing.’’ Judge Hines assented to this prop- 
osition and thereafter he was silent, and 
Captain Massey wrote in the record that 
Judge Hines objected to everything that 
was done by-the contestant. 

Harper swore that he was 
who brought the negro up; 
standing on one the polls 
Orr wus on the other side. 

Harper was questioned in regard to where 
the election was held. He said that it was 
held on Hunter street near the entrance to 
Judge Orr’s court. And it was here that 
one of the strongest points of the contest- 
ant was hinted at. It is held by that side 
of the contest that the election must be held 
at the place for commonly holding the jus- 
tice of the court. The election was 
held, it seems, about four feet distant from 
the entrance of the court, and by re; 
of this it is claimed that the election was 
not a legal one, 

Counsel for the contestant challenged the 
vote of G. W. Walton. His name had been 
scratched off of the registration list, which 
said that he lived at 115 Crew street, but 
Judge Foute could not find the ballot or the 
name on the list of voters. He said that 
he had voted in the 1026th district on the 
morning of the day of the election. 

At this juncture Mr. Thomas L. Bishop 
and Mr; C. B. Reynolds were deputized by 
the court to examine the list of voters to 
see if they could find the name of G. W. 
Walton on it. After much delay they an- 
nounced that it was not to be found. Wal- 
ton said that he had handed in-his ballot 
and it had been taken. When asked for 
whom he voted Walton refused to answer. 

It was announced that the votes of J. D. 
Hoffman, J. M. Raysor, Ira Delamater, EF. 
T. Booth and H. Crankshaw would be con- 
tested, and while their names were being 
searched for, an adjournment was taken. 
Judge Hines announced that he wished to 
file a demurrer to the new notice which 
had been served by the contestant and also 
to the one which had been served by Jim 
Harper. The demurrer was filed and the 
court was adjourned to meet again this 
afternoon at 3 o’cloc K.

CITY'S NEW TAX LAW 


Ordinance for 1897 Now Completed .and 
Ready for Council. 


WAS COMPLETED YESTERDAY 


Prescribes the Rate of Tax and the 
Manner of Collecting It for 
the Present Year. 


The new tax ordinance for 1897 is in shane 
to go before the city council next Monday. 
The important changes made by the com- 
mittees yesterday afternoon on taxes 
alters the charac- 
ter of the ordinance as originally 

The committees on taxes ordinances 
wrestled with the ordinance yesterday 
afternoon for an hour and adop ed the 
lowing to report to the council: 

“Be it ordained by the mavor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta; 

“Section 1. That as -provided by = an 
amendment to the charter of the city of 
Atlanta, made by act of the legisliture of 
Georgia, approved on the 23d day of De- 
cember, 1896, the rate of taxation to he 
levied on all taxable property, real and 
personal, within the corporate limits of 
said city, shall be one and one-fourth er 
centum, or $1.25 on every $100 in value of 
such taxable property, and at the same 
rate of taxable property of less value than 
$100, and taxes on all of such taxable 
property are hereby levied for the vear 1897 
at such rate of taxation, and such rate of 
taxation shall continue in force for the 
year 19S unless Jawfully changed in tne 
meantime.”’

“Any taxpayer shall likewise have the 
privilege of paying his taxes in full for 
the year with the second installment there- 
of, and upon so doing shall be allowed a 
discount of 4 of 1 per centum on the taxes 
so due under the third installment: 

“Any taxpayer muy stop the running of 
interest on any past due installment or in- 
stallments of taxes upon paying the same 
any time after they are dune, and hefor 
the issuance of execution thereon; that is 
to say, that upon the payment of sSucit jr 
due installment or installments interest 
shall be computed from tlie 15th day of 
April and Ist day of July, respectively, 
until the date of payment. 

“The sanitary taxes of $3 a lot shall be 
collected with the general property taxes 
and divided into similar installinents. 

“On the first week day after the 15th day 
of October in each year execution shall 
be issued by the clerk of council to enforce 
the collection of all unpaid installments 
of taxes with the interest accrued thereon 
and the costs of collection as prescribed 
by existing ordinances. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further ordained by the an- 
thority aforesaid, That the commutation 
tax of $1 per annum on persons subject to 
road duty in lieu of such road duty levied 
by the annua) tax ordinances, may be re- 
turned and paid without cost at any time 
between the 15th day of April and the Ist 
day of July in each year. Every person 
liable to road duty, who has not paid such 
commutation tax on or before the ist day 
of July in each year shall be liable to ex- 
ecution for such tax, with costs of collec- 
tion as prescribed by existing ordinances, 
or to be summoned to work the streets and 
to fine or other penalty for failure to obey 
such summons as prescribed by existing or- 
dinances.”’

| RELIGION IN POLITICS 


Representative Meldrim’s Savannah 
Speech Commented Upon. 


DENIES MAKING STATEMENT 


a 


A Sensation Stirred Up in Savannah. 
A Rather Pointed Letter—What 
Meldrim and Golightly Say. 


Local politics in Savannah is always in 

a continual state of the most violent effer- 
vescence. 
_ One year the supporters of the Liberal 
Club, or those who sympathize with the 
political views of the club, are in the ascen- 
dency, and the next the Citizens have 
things their way. It is a constant state of 
war and every time an election rolls eround 
the heads of a number of Jocal political 
leaders fall into the basket. 

Representative Peter W. Meldrim is a 
member of the Liberal Club and at the last 
session of the legislature he introduced a 
bill to abolish the office of’commissioner of 
public works. The bill was a firebrand and 
the moment it was launched out the forces 
of the Citizens put on their war paint. 

To make this side of a long story short, 
the bill was finally defeated by reason of 
the adverse report of the committee on cor- 
porations and the office of commissioner Of 
public works escaped unscathed. 

Yesterday The Constitution received a let- 
ter from a party in Savannah relative to 
an alleged speech made by the Hon. Peter 
W. Mteidetm at a recent meeting of the 
Liberal Club, in which the representative 
from Chatham brought out some rather sen- 
Sational charges ugainst the corporation 
committee which was instrumental in Kkill- 
ing the bill. 

The letter runs as follows 

“Editor Constitution—At a mass meeting 
afew nights ago of the Liberati Club, ofr 
bavannan, Of which Hon. Peter W. Meldrim, 
representative from Chatham coubty, 18 
president, Major Maldrim, in explaining 
lo the meeting why he had not succeeded 
In passing the bill introduced by him to 
abotish the office of Commissioner of public 
works, stated that a material factor in the 
defeat of the bill in the senate was the fuct 
that the minds of the senators, or some of 
the senators. on the committee on corpora- 
lions, to which the bill was referred and 
Which reported adversely on it, “had been 
poisoned with the idea that he (Represen- 
lutive Peter W. Meldrim) and one olf his 
colleagues were members of the Roman 
Catholic church.’ As a result of this pois- 
oning of their minds against him and his 
cOlleugue On relizious grounds, the corpor- 
ation committee reported unanimously that 
the bill introduced by Major Meldrim, and 
Which has passed the house without oppo- 
Sitiun, should not be passed by the senate. 
The senate confirmed the committee’s report 
With but one dissenting vote. 

“Inasmuch as Major Meidrim has made 
this charge publicly, at a meeting of five 
hundred or more citizens of Savannah, and 
the charge has been printed in the Savan- 
nah papers, it is not in order for the menm- 
bers of the senate committee to explain 
why they allowed themselves to be influ- 
enced by religious-considerations against 
Major Meldrim and his bill--influenced to 
such an extent that they defeated it. The 
committee on corporations is composed of 
Senators Golightly. chairman; Thompson, 
Starr, VanBuren, Walker of the eizhteenth, 
Hudson and Brooke. This is a far more 
serious charge than that a judge cursed 
when hot soup was spilled Gown. his back. 
If, as Major Meldrim publicly asserts, some, 
if not all. of the members of an important 
senate committee are poisoned against him 
and another representative on. religious 
grounds, the matter should certainly be 
tuken up. It certainly looks as thougn 
Chairman Golightly and the other members 
of the committee publicly named by Major 
Meldrim owe it to themselves and the pub- 
lic to throw some more light on the mat- 
ter. SAVANNAHIAN.”’ 

Colonel Meldrim, who is in town and tak- 
ing a very active part in the Sweat investi- 
gution, was seen last night in regard to the 
letter signed “‘Savannahian,”’ and he stated 
that it was a misrepresentation, especially 
where the insinuation is made that he 
tempted to attribute the defeat of the bill 
advocating the abolition of the superintend- 
ent’s office to the fact that he and the Hon. 
J. J. McDonough are members of the Cath- 
Olic churcb. 

‘I was informed by one of my colleagues,” 
said Mr. Meldrim, ‘“‘that a member of the 
committee on corporations had stated to 
him that the Hon. J. J. McDonough and 
myself were Roman Catholics. 

“If such allegations were made it could 
have but one object, and that was to poison 
the minds of the committee against the del- 
egation from Chatham. 

“In a recent public address, I said that 
the bill was opposed by the senator from 
the district and by the municipal authori- 
ties of Savannah. I never said that the 
committee was influenced by the statement 
that Mr. McDonough and I were Roman 
Catholics, and I do not believe that they 
were so influenced. Every member of this 
committee is my personal acquaintance and 
some of’ them are my personal friends.’’ 

Senator Golightly, who was chairman of 
the committee, denies the alleged charge. 

“When the bill came up before the sen- 
ate,’’ said Mr. Golightly, “‘Senator Hopkins 
made a very strong speech against it, but 
I never, either in an open discussion of the 
bill, or in the more secret investigations 
of the corporation committee, heard any 
mention made of the Roman Catholic 
church, nor was any one’s personal religious 
faith dragged in. 

‘The committee took the question under 
their most careful consideration and it was 
not long before it realized that it was all 
the result of local factional differences, and 
we decided that the state of Georgia could 
not afford to pass bills when one side is in 
the ‘ndency and then when the other 
crowd wins to abolish everything and take 
up the new measures of the party in power 
just at that particular time. 

“It is all bosh for Meldrim to go about 
talking in such a fashion, and for myself. 
I do not believe he made the statement 
credited to him at a recent meeting of the 
Liberal Club, for he is a very good friend of 
mine and he knows that personally I would 
do any reasonable service in my power for 
him. Catholicism, Protestantism or any 
other kind of ‘ism’ was never for a moment 
considered and the defeat of the bill is en- 
tirely due to the showing made by the 
mayor and council of Savannah, together 
with other representative citizens of that 
city.”’
